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Prosecution  Document  numbered  5125,  the  Afficavit  of  he,, or  V. 

Bmil.ET T,  is  now  introduced  for  identification,  the  excerpts  .'jerked 
wherein  are  no’-  offered  in  evidence.  This  document  states  that  in 
April,  1945,  the  witness  arrived  at  the  Top  Camp,  rhich  h>8  to  be  UBed 
to  accommoc ate  prisoners  building  the  road  from  kergui  to  Kirikhan. 

"...The  Top  Camp  had  been  veed  for  the  accomodation  of 
cooliee  who  hat.  left  before  we  arrived.  There  were  three  very 
broken  down  hute,  one  without  a  roof.  This  waB  the  season  when 
it  rained  almost  continuously  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
huts  were  situated  in  a  ravine  surrounded  by  high  trees,  we 
never  had  the  chance  to  dry  our  kit  and  clothing. 

The  food  consisted  of  rice  and  dry  vegetables  and  was  so 
short  in  quantity  that  after  about  3  weeks  cost  of  the  prisoners 
were  suffering  from  beri-beri  and  other  deficiency  diseases. 

Added  to  the  shortage  of  food,  prisoners  were  subjected  to  excessive 
work,  and  I  reme.-ber  a  period  when  work  went  on  from  about  0830 
in  the  corning  until  2  or  3  o'clock  the  following  morning.  Mien 
this  was  the  case  there  was  no  opportunity  for  prisoners  to  have 
._eel6  in  camp,  end  buckets  of  rice  and  vegetable  stew  had  to  be 
sent  out  to  the  working  site. 

The  sic/o-rate  which  had  beer*  about  30  to  4#  men  per  day  rose 
after  about  3  weeks  to  o#  to  70  nan  per  day,  the  most  usual 
complaints  being  deficiency  diseases  end  malaria.  In  view  of 
the  high  sick-rate  aB  aforesaid,  I  had.  to  ask  for  some  of  the 
worst  cpses  to  be  evacuated.  This  vas  always  refused...." 

Medical  suoolies  were  meagre.  Although  no  deaths  occurred 
among  P/W  at  t'/is  camp,  of  the  tetel  of  about  1,°00  men  vho  set  out  from 
h'akonpetom  to  build  the  road,  about  250  died  in  feur  months  owing  to  the 
lack  of  medical  suoplies,  overwork,  inac equate  food  and  the  disgraceful 
living  conditions. 
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
